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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose a developing method comprising coating a developing solution on a 
wafer; rotating the wafer; rinsing both surfaces of the wafer; stopping the rinsing of the 
front surface of the wafer while continuing to rinse the rear surface of the wafer for a 
specific time period..
